Brioche Cake, 


InKrodlonts required are three- 
quarters of a pound oC olflcd Hour, 


half a pound of butter, four eggs, two 
tablfjupoonfuls 
of sugar, half a tea-

dissolved In half a cupful of tepid milk. 
Mix half a cupful of elfted flour with 
tho Halt and the dissolved yc.iat and
